The boy who had obtained the pic- 
ture was the orator of the day. Here 
is what he said: 

“Well, what I have got to say is 
this. Maybe some of you fellows 
think Mr. Hoover is an ordinary 
President. But I think he is not. 
He is a friend. What he hates 
most is to hate anybody. He likes 
all people and animals. He likes 
to fish. He does not like to hunt. 
He likes to have children come to 
h‘s house. He does not like to have 
his picture taken, especially near 
to, Well, that is all I have got to 
say, and I hope you like him.” 

That orator 1s a friend of mine. I 
print the story in an appreciation of 
him as sincere as was he in his trib- 
ute to Mr. Hoover. His father tried to 
keep me from printing the story but 

ere it is. 

The youngster’s name is George E. 
Akerson jr. His father is Secretary to 
the President. Young George is one of 
three bright and husky youngsters the 
youngest of whom I adopted some 
years ago as my own. There is George, 
éleven; Frederick, nine, and the blonde 
Charles, seven. 

George and Frederick have been in 
one of F. H. Cheley’s summer camps 
for boys out in Estes Park. They were 
a: full of business as Hollywood 1s of 
tramps on the Sunday they left here 
a few weeks ago. 

WENT OVER FATHER’S HEAD 
Just where young George got the 

idea of having g photograph of the 
President in the “Sky High” camp, I 
cannot tell until he returns. I had to 
get the story from afar. Some details 
are lacking. At any rate, when he 
wanted Mr. Hoover’s picture he went 
right over his father's head to get it. 
He wrote to the President. No mon- 
keying around in stacks of letters on 
the desk of any Presijential Secretary 
for him. 

His letter ran like ‘his: 

“Dear Mr. Hoover: Can I have a pic- 
ture of you and your dog Tut for our 
camp out here? 

“Very truly your friend, 
“GEORGE E. AKERSON Jr.” 

Investigation reveals that when the 
letter reached the White House, the 
omniscient Rudolph Forster, perennial 
Executive Clerk, walked right through 
‘Akerson’s Office and took the letter 
to the President, in the small batch 
of personal mail which goes dtrect to 
the Hoover desk. 

An enlargement. of a picture taken a 
year or sO ago, showing “Tut” stand- 
ing on his hind legs and Mr. Hooveel 
holding thé animals forepaws, was 
duly autographed and forwarded to 
Colorado. 

“Hoover Day” was a logical develop~ 
ment. 

It was proper, too, that the orator 
of the day should be the fellow who 
had that much of a drag at the White 
House. Mr. Cheley had a serious prob- 
Yem on his hands. There was young 
Fred Akerson, who at nine years in- 
clines his ‘mother, the ever patient Har- 
riet, to believe he 1s going to be “just 
like his father.” 

Mr. Cheley .solved h . problem by 
having Fred unveil the Hoover picture. 
He gave the oraterical honors to George. 

The speech follows: 

POINTS AMUSE HOOVER'S FRIENDS 


The two points the youthful orator 
made of greatest enjoyment to Mr. 
Hoover’s friends were:

Charles, the baby, followed. His salu- 
tation was: : 

“Howdy, Mr. Hoover?” 

Fred came along with @ man-to-man 
cocksureness: - 

“Hello, Chief.” ‘ 

It is recorded thaf the President likes 
Fred; seeing in him the very thing Har- 
riet Akersofi sees. , 

Walter Newton, another of the Presi~ 
dent’s secretaries, has an interesting 
family and one of the regrets the Hoov- 
ers will take. away from the White 
House will be that circumstances did 


not permit them to be as fine to the 
three Newton children as opportunity 
and sincerity operated in favor of the 
Akerson youngsters. 

Being the type that he is and the 
particular brand of lawyer that he is, 
there was no chance in the world for 
Secretary Newton's second son to es- 
cape the Christian name—John Mar- 
shall. 

The boy is nine years old. He was 
riding a bicycle along a_ street in 
Minneapolis a few weeks ago. The 
bicycle skidded. The rider was thrown 
under a street car. After two oper- 
ations, the doctors say they will save 
sufficient stump to which to attach an 
artificial leg. 

You do not have to agree with 
Hoover politics to have an appreciation 
of the depth of his feeling for tha’ 
youngster. I doubt if he ever saw the 
boy. Long before he was a candidate 
for the Presidency, Mr. Hoover was 
doing things through the National 
Child Welfare Conference. One of the 
pasest canards of my term in’ Wash- 
ington was the suggestion that some 
tariff barons had donated the half 
million fund for a national child wel- 
fare conference in the hope of iil- 
gotten gain. A strong stomach is @ 
first requisite for swallowing some of 
the political fodder hereabouts, 


._ COVERS UP HIS GRIEF 

Secretary Newton is a studious type. 
Always sincere and often interesting 
he seems at times to be a bit dull. 
Whenever he does he is preoccupied. 
He can become quite enthusiastic, al- 
most militant in his assertiveness about 
something close to his heart, or some- 
body like Herbert Hoover. 

Walter Newton is not the type with 
whom to exchange wise cracks. He 
is apt to lose too much time on a 
come back, wondering whether it would 
be good politics to smile or become 
indignant.
